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ON FINDING EXCUSES 


Way back in the writer's college days, one of 
his teachers, to whom he owes much in the way 
of insight into human nature, used to say that 
there is no one so unspeakably stupid that he 
cannot find all kind of excuses for his failures 
or misdeeds. An article in the current number 
of The American Magazine, entitled “Why I 
Don’t Go to Church,” confirms once more the 
wisdom of that teacher. 

The author of this article describes himself as 
a Protestant who as a child attended a Protes- 
tant Sunday School and in his early adolescence 
developed enough religious feeling to go to 
church under his own power. By the time he 
was 20 church attendance had become as much 
of a habit “as a large Sunday dinner, and indeed 
with somewhat the same sporific effect.” Then 
suddenly, without reasoning the thing out, he 
found himself “sleeping late on Sunday morning 
.... going for a hike .... visiting friends 
reading .... doing anything except attending 
services. I had quit going to church.” At first 
he found himself vaguely troubled about it; 
Sunday did not seem quite so satisfactory as it 
had once been. He felt as if he had omitted 
something, left an obligation unfulfilled. For a 
while he thought perhaps he was at fault .... 
but he did not return to church to correct that 
fault. He preferred to remain troubled and to 
investigate the reason for it. 

We note with real interest the apparent ease 
with which the author of the article dismisses 
the thought that perhaps he was at fault. Mani- 
festly such a thing was unthinkable. Of course, 
the fault lay with the churches, and so, in the 
course of the article he describes how he made 
a hobby of asking people—friends and chance 
acquaintances—why they don't go to church. 
He attended all kinds of religious services, lis- 
tened to all sorts and conditions of preachers, 
and sermons, ete,, all of which naturally con- 
firmed him in his opinion that there were many 
good reasons for not going to church. 

As a result of his experiences and observations 
he puts down for the benefit of his readers 
what seem to him five of the best reasons for 
not attending church: 

“I. The church, as a center of charity, has 
been replaced by secular civic and county chest 
funds, administered by business men and social 
workers. And a vast part of relief has been 
taken over by the government. 

“2. The church, as a fountain of healing, which 
once offered miraculous cures through faith and 
the ‘laying on of hands,’ has been replaced as 
physician by the science of medicine. 


“3. The church, which once exorcised devils 
from the mind of man and restored tranquility 
of soul, is being replaced by gland specialists, 
dieticians, psychiatrists, and psychologists, who 
hold that crime and abnormality are the result 
of disordered glands, improper nourishment, dis- 
ease, poverty, ignorance, and mental derange- 
ment of one form or another. 

“4. The church, once the cradle of education 
and the founder of many colleges, is no longer 
the keeper of knowledge and the source of edu- 
cation. Modern science springs from the labora- 
tory. Knowledge is mined and pieced together 
through countless agencies, most of them secu- 
lar. Newspapers, magazines, books, motion pic- 
tures, and non-sectarian schools disseminate 
education. 


“5, Great art and music, once inpsired by the 
church, are now secular and for the most part, 
have nothing to do with organized religion. . .” 


A mere superficial reading of the above rea- 
sons by people who do go to church, and who 
know why they go to church, makes it clear 
that the author of the article in question some- 
how missed the very first principles of the 
Christian religion and the fundamental meaning 
of the church. No doubt there was something 
wrong with the Protestant church in which he 
grew up, or with the preacher who unwittingly 
helped him realize that the church could not 
give him what he wanted. And no doubt there 
was lacking in the churches which he visited 
something which might have gripped him as the 
souls of those thousands of people are gripped 
who have never gone to church, once they do 
come under the influence of the simple Christian 
Gospel. Where he made his mistake was in lin- 
ing himself up on the negative side, trying to 
find out why ever so many people did not go to 
church, Had he tried to discover why people do 
go to church his investigations and experiences 
might have been very different. 


Everyone who does know churches from the 
inside realizes that they are imperfect human 
institutions, that in the course of the centuries 
much error and corruption has again and again 
accumulated within them, and that as a result 
they are not functioning today as they might 
and ought to function. What has kept the church 
alive, however, is the fact that it is custodian of 
the Divine Truth, the Christian Gospel of re- 
demption and salvation, and that those who real- 
ize their own spiritual needs, and are humble 
enough to admit them to themselves, always find 
good reasons for going to church.

RELIGION GAINS IN RUSSIA 

According to a dispatch from Moscow, the 
new constitution of that country recently put 
into effect guarantees religious freedom (al- 
though it probihits religious schools) and em- 
phasizes the freedom of religious propaganda. 

The constitution also has enfranchised priests, 
pastors, rabbis, and mullahs for the first time 
under the Soviet regime. This has resulted in 
a great impetus for religion, and, it is stated, 
the League of Militant Godless has dropped 
from its membership mark of 5,000,000, of some 
four years ago, to 2,000,000, Church attendance is 
growing and young and old are being swept into 
the religious current. Church holidays are being 
celebrated. 

Churches, after twenty years of Bolshevism 
under the Communist Party, which formerly 
avowed atheism as an important tenet, now 
number their adherents by the millions. There 
are officially said to be 30,000 registered churches, 
houses of prayer, and religious societies in the 
Soviet Union, each of which must have a mini- 
mum of twenty members in order to obtain a 
license. 

Opposition to the growth of religion is. still 
manifested by the League of Militant Atheists 
and certain members of the Soviet press, the 
latter devoting considerable space to condemn- 
ing religious activities.

HOW SHALL WE PRAY? 


Our question was aroused in the mind of the 
pastor last Sunday night when he participated 
in a public worship service in a neighboring 
church. The minister who led the congregation 
in the pastoral prayer did not face the congre- 
gation as is the usual custom in Evangelical 
Churches, but turned his back to the congrega- 
tion and prayed facing the altar. The reason 
for this departure from our usual custom was 
doubtless the desire of the pastor to express in 
this way the idea that prayer should be directed 
to God, whose presence is symbolized by the 
altar; instead of to the congregation. Does this 
commend itself to our readers as the proper and 
most effective position for the pastor who is 
leading the congregation in public prayer? 

The practice of reading prayers from ancient 
and modern sources, is gaining favor in many 
churches over the extempore type of prayer by 
the pastor. At a recent meeting of Catholics 
and Protestants each group was asked to list 
the practices in the opposite group which they 
regarded with unusual disfavor. It is interesting 
to note that the Catholic objected to the long 


extempore prayer of the pastor in public wor- 
ship. With equal intensity of spirit some Prot- 
estants object to the reading of a prayer as a 
meaningless form without relevance to the par- 
ticular needs of the congregation. Which type 
of prayer do you find most satisfying? 

The traditional posture for public prayer in 
Evangelical churches is standing with bowed 
heads and folded hands. In Catholic and Epis- 
copal churches the invariable rule is kneeling 
for prayer. These churches are equipped with 
kneeling benches in their pews to facilitate this 
position. 

Some churches have discarded both types of 
posture and remain seated with bowed heads 
during public prayer, This eliminates some noise 
caused by standing up or kneeling down and 
tends to discourage distraction by physical dis- 
comfort. On the other hand to many this prac- 
tice is abhorrent because it appears to be lack- 
ing in proper respect and reverence in the pres- 
ence of Deity. The old Evangelical custom of 
standing for general prayers but "kneeling for 
the prayer of confession preceding the holy 
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communion seem to imply (without intending 
to do so) that kneeling is the best form for 
prayer but that standing is substituted as a form 
of convenience. In some fraternal orders the 
members stand for prayer while the chaplain 
kneels at the altar which may be regarded as a 
kind of kneeling by proxy. 

We invite your comment. We shall publish 
your letters on the subject if space permits and 
the content is pertinent to the discussion of this 
question,

HOW SHALL WE PRAY 
Comments by Our Readers 


The article in the “Outlook” entitled “How 
Shall We Pray?” rather aroused us because we 
older girls have often discussed that topic. Since 
there is this opportunity for us to express 
our opinion in the matter, we would like to do so. 

A few of us were present at the service 
mentioned and also took notice of the man- 
ner in which the prayer was delivered. It ap- 
peared to us that addressing prayer to God was 
the proper action, but it would hardly do for the 
pastor to turn around if the prayer were de- 
livered from the pulpit. He would have to be 
down at the altar if this method were used, In 
that event, it would be difficult to regulate the 
lighting effects controlled by the pulpit rheo- 
stat, and we feel that the effect of dimming the 
lights adds much more to the prayer than any 
particular position of the minister. 


We have attended services in Episcopal 


churches frequently, and have noticed that the 
simple action of kneeling during prayer, though 
seemingly insignificant compared with the rest 
of the very formal Episcopal ceremony, makes 
the hour spent in worshipping much more worth 
while from the inspirational standpoint. We 
realize that it would be practically impossible 
to introduce the regular Sunday habit of kneel~ 
ing during prayer in our church because there 
are not the proper facilities. On the other hand, 
We think that there are others like us in the 
church who would like to be able to kneel at 
least during the Communion Service, particu- 
larly at the Confessional. The minister kneels, 
presumably for the congregation, but we feel 
safe in assuming that no one in the congrega- 
tion feels the deep sense of humility which he 
feels at that point. If kneeling were compulsory 
and were regularly adopted every Sunday morn- 
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ing, it would probably lose its deep significance 
and become for many “just another custom.” 
But, if the people were invited to kneel occa- 
sionally, only at the most solemn service of the 
church, both their lives and the worship of the 
church would be enriched. Naturally many do 
not agree with this form in worshipping, and it 
would be difficult to convince them to change. 
Therefore, we further suggest that the mem- 
bers be given their choice—either to kneel or to 
remain seated with. bowed heads during the 
Confessional Prayer. Another opportunity for 
kneeling would be at an altar Communion Serv- 
ice when the communicants come to the altar 
for the distribution of the elements, 


There are just a few more small items which 
we should like to mention. One is that there be 
a more reverent attitude on the part of the con- 
gregation before the service begins. We sug- 
gest that there be some notation on the program 
to the effect that worshipful silence is more 
valuable than conversation. Perhaps if the lights 
were dim before the processional, it would cre- 
ate the right atmosphere.

He is Bishop of Dornakal, North India, and 
before his ordination in 1909 he was for several 
years a YMCA Secretary. He now serves as 
chairman of the National Christian Council of 
India, Burma, and Ceylon, and is the recognized 
leader of the wider Christian fellowship.

“A JEALOUS GOD” 
Ex, 20:3,4 


(A Sermon by Pastor Schroeder October 17th.) 


In my student years I heard a noted clergy- 
man say, “God made man in His own image and 
ever since that time man has been making God 
in his own image,” I do not know how true this 
is but I do know that man has always attributed 
to God the emotions and the attitudes he has 
felt in his own breast. This tendency to antro- 
pomorphism, to think of God in human terms, 
is characteristic of the early stages of religious 
dife. It does not surprise us, therefore, to hear 
the pronouncement in the Ten Commandments 
that God is a jealous God. Today that word has 
fallen into bad company. Jealousy is regarded 
as a weakness and a vice. Because jealousy fre- 
quently leads to crimes of passion, it is regarded 
with abhorrence and disgust. But jealousy has 
a rightful place in the emotional experience of 
man. It is the energetic expression of pride 
and joy of exclusive possession. It is only where 
jealousy is joined with distrust and baseless 
suspicion that it is held in scorn and contempt 
by normal people. 

The Old Testament relation of Jehovah to the 
children of Israel was frequently portrayed by 
the prophets as a husband and wife relationship. 


It was a contractual relationship binding upon 
Jehovah as well as upon Israel. “I will be to 
them a God and they to me a people.” Jehovah 
was the husband. Israel was the bride! Again 
and again Israel was untrue to her husband, 
God, and again and again in adversity she would 
creep back to him in repentance and shame, 


The same idea of God's proprietary rights in 
the whole-hearted allegiance of his people also 
dominates the New Testament. It is based not 
on a contract but on the great fact of redemp- 
tion through the sacrificial death of the Son of 
God on the cross of Golgotha. Paul gives ex- 
pression to that underlying thought in those 
famliiar words, “For ye were bought with a 
price: glorify God therefore in your body.” This 
concept of “belonging to God” is of vital signifi- 
cance to our Christian religion. It is in direct 
contrast to the divine-human relationship that 
is tacitly assumed in much of our Christian 
thinking of today. I fear and tremble at my 
inability to make clear and compelling this basic 
principle of our relationship to God. If all of 
its implications could burst upon us in their full 
significance they would overwhelm us with des- 
Pair and at the same time flood our souls with 
unspeakable glory,

“A JEALOUS GOD” 
(Continued from Page 1) 

Let us see how this concept of God's posses- 
sive right over our individual and collective lives, 
colors and changes our religious thought and 
behavior. 

In our effort to be winsome, to woo people in 
the Kingdom, according to the words of St. Paul, 
“Even as I also please all men in all things, not 
seeking mine own profit, but the profit of the 
many, that they may be saved”; we have un- 
wittingly fallen into a dangerous heresy, more 
dangerous than the denial of the Virgin Birth 
or the Trinitarian character of God. It is the 
heresy of believing that God needs us more 
than we need God. 

Just consider what the acceptance of this 
heresy does to us. We plead with people to at- 
tend church. We exhort: “Show your loyalty; 
your attendance encourages the pastor and 
builds the Kingdom of God on earth.” You see, 
you think you are helping God. You believe 
that you can get along very well week after 
week without the church, without prayer, with- 
out the Bible, but to be a good fellow, you will 
come to church now and then to help the cause. 
Can't you see how utterly impossible that idea 
must be in the light of a holy and sovereign 
God? 

God does not need the church. Every pew 
ean be vacant and every church in ruins but 
God's eternal purposes will be fulfilled accord- 
ing to his omnipotent will. He does not need 
our offerings who said, “The silver is mine and 
the gold is mine and the cattle upon a thousand 
hills.” He does not need our busy officiousness 
by which we seek to guard and steady the ark 
of the covenant. God still smites those who 
dare to set themselyes up as protectors and 
guardians of God. God does not need us but we 
need him desperately if we would face the prob- 
lems of life and death with hearts secure and 
unafraid. You belong to a God who is a jealous 
God, who holds you in the hollow of his hand. 
You live and labor by his sufferance and your 
life shall endure or perish according to the 
measure of your obedience to him, 

Now several important truths are evident in 
the light of this fundamental relationship of 
God and man, 


1, It gives purpose to life. “Why are we 
here?” is a question that has troubled man 
through the ages. Apart from God man can 
find no satisfactory answer. 


Perhaps you will say, "I am here to enjoy my- 
self. Pleasure is the chief end of man.” But 
that answer does not satisfy in the presence of 
suffering and disaster. When a mine explodes 
and hundreds are trapped like rats, it is difficult 
to dismiss it with a smile and a cheerio—if you 
have some loved one in that trap. Pleasure has 
a hollow, mocking sound in the midst of the 
cruel horrors in Spain and China today. 

Or you might say, “I am here to realize my- 
self, to express myself.” But  self-realization 
always falls short of its goal. Like the pot of 
gold at the rainbow’'s end, it always eludes our 
quest. We can never escape the oppressive 
haunting sense of failure even in the midst of 
apparent success, 

Perhaps you will say, “I am here to solve 
riddles. I am here to build a better world, I can 
fling myself with my soul's glowing ardor into 
the struggle for social justice, the elimination of 
poverty, disease, ignorance and superstition.” 
Truly here is a challenge for the best of us. It 
keeps us going. Clarence Darrow once said: 
“I would find life intolerable if I could not lose 
myself in fighting for some good cause.” With 
all of our social progress where do we stand? 
We are constantly preserving the unfit and 
thereby piling up a load of imbecility, congenital 
pauperism, potential criminality, which will some 
day crush us. With our advanced penology we 
have still more crime; with our wars to “save 
democracy,” we have all but destroyed democ- 
racy; with our emphasis on eugenics we have 
debased and deteriorated the race; with our im- 
proved communication we have multiplied error 
and superstition. By solving the riddles of man- 
kind we have intensified the problems that 
threaten to engulf us. We are still unable to 
lift ourselves by our own bootstraps. 

But if we belong to God then life does reveal 
a purpose. We are here to obey God's will. Now 
life becomes meaningful. Now we are coming 
back to the old answer to the question pro- 
pounded in the Westminster catechism, “What 
is the chief end of man?” “The chief end or 
purpose of man is to glorify God and enjoy him 
forever.” “We are here not to enjoy ourselves; 
not to accumulate money; not to build a better 
world; but to answer with our life to the most 
important question in the universe: What wilt 
thou have me to do?

“Mark Twain, the humorist, in his more serious 
moments gives us this uncomplimentary estimate 
of man: “His history, in all climes, all ages, all 
circumstances, furnishes oceans of proof that of 
all creatures that were made, he is the most 
detestable. Of the entire brood, he is the only 
one, the solitary one, that possesses malice.

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That one thing puts him below the rats, the 
grubs, the trichinae. He is the only creature 
that inflicts pain for sport, knowing it to be 
pain!” 

But thanks be to God that is not the final 
estimate of man. Man is more than a rat. He 
has within himself qualities that link him up to 
God. The Psalmist himself gives the answer to 
his own question. “When I consider the heavens, 
the work of thy fingers, the moon and the stars, 
which thou hast ordained what is man, that 
thou art mindful of him?" In almost the same 
breath comes the answer: “For Thou hast made 
him but little lower than God, and crownest 
him with glory and honor.” And Paul looking 
back upon the glorious redemption of Christ and 
looking forward to the ultimate union with the 
Son of God, breaks forth in ecstasy: “Things 
which eye saw not, and ear heard not, and which 
entered not into the heart of man, these things 
God prepared for them that love him.” “The 
Spirit himself beareth witness with our spirit, 
that we are children of God: and if children, 
then heirs; heirs of God and joint-heirs with 
Christ; if so be that we suffer with him, that we 
may be also glorified with him. For 1 reckon 
that the sufferings of this present time are not 
worthy to be compared with the glory which 
shall be revealed to us-ward.” 


What then is the sum of the matter? A 
jealous God hovers over us and claims us for 
his own. He loves us with a holy consuming 
loye that brooks no rival. Still stands the ancient 
commandment, the first in the tables of the law: 
“Thou shalt have no other Gods before me.” 
He endures no compromise, he accepts no half- 
hearted sacrifice or indifferent service. “Be- 
cause thou art neither hot nor cold,” proclaimed 
the angel of the Lord to the church, “I will spue 
thee out of my mouth.” “He that is not for me 
is against me.” Make no mistake about it. God 
wants all, demands all. A grudging unwilling 
gift on the altar of the Lord, is no gift at all, a 
grudging, unwilling seryice is no service at all 
You may as well turn your back on God if you 
believe you can serve him with a divided heart, 

Your God is a jealous God. He can never be 
satisfied with the crumbs of your loyalty and 
love. He cannot be served with the left-overs 
of your leisure time and talent. Seek first the 
Kingdom or you need not seek it at all. Let us 
divest ourselves today in the presence of our 
holy God, of all self-righteousness and pride. 
Let us acknowledge in this sanctuary our debt 
to divine love, a debt that we can never pay. 
But let us also rejoice in that abounding grace 
which has counted us worthy to be called sons 
of God and heirs of everlasting life. Amen.

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The Budget for 1938 


THE CHALLENGE 


We have not seen as yet the budget to he presented by the Trustees to the Church 
Council and to the congregation but we know that it will necessarily contain several in- 
creased requirements compared to our present budget. 


The synodical apportionment is greater than last year because of the increase in the 
number of our active membership. Our support for Dr. Harold Freund, our missionary to 
India, will entail an increase of several hundred dollars, because he will enter the ranks of 
the married workers next January. The Church Council has voted to secure an ordained 
minister as assistant to the pastor. That means more funds will be needed for this purpose. 
We have paid practically nothing on our pledge to the Synodical Debt Reduction Cam- 
paign. The unpaid balance must be included in next year's budget. 


In order to raise our budget it will be necessary for many of our members who con- 
tribute 10 or 15 cents per week to increase that amount in proportion to their income. We 
are very grateful to the dependents and the unemployed for whom ten cents a week prob- 
ably is a real sacrifice. But there is no excuse for those who are earning $15.00 or $20.00 
per week to pledge 10 or 15 cents for the Lord’s work. “Will a man rob God?" is the 
ancient cry of Malachi, “But ye have robbed me,” saith the Lord, “by withholding your 
tithes and offerings.” 


THE PLAN 


The Church Council has voted to return to the plan of a Pledge Sunday to give oppor- 
tunity to all members to make their pledge at church as an act of worship. 

This has been set for November 14th. This year there will be only one Pledge Day. 
On Tuesday, November 16th, the Every Member Canvass workers will be invited to a com- 
plimentary supper to receive their assignment and instructions. (They will be consecrated 
to their task on Pledge Day, November 14th.) The final report supper will be held Tues- 
day, November 23rd, and the report to the congregaiton will be made on Wednesday, 
November 24th, at the annual Thanksgiving service, 


THE ORGANIZATION 


The same organization which proved so successful iast year will again be mobilized 
for action. 

Mr, William Deininger will again serve as chairman and Mr. Julius Andersen will be 
the campaign manager. The Executive Committee includes also Mr. W. H. Brown, As- 
sistant Chairman; Mr, F. M, Dubelbeiss, Mr. C. Spies, Mr. A. G. Reinhardt, Mr. E. Kur- 
kowski, Mr. W. H. Zimmer, Mr. E. J. Nelson and the pastor. 

The parish has been divided into seven divisions with three districts in each division. 
The twenty-one deacons will be in charge of the twenty-one districts. They are requested 
to recruit their workers as far as possible from their respective districts. 

Last year for the first time we pledged our budget in full. Can we repeat this year? 
The answer is up to the 2,800 members of our church!

A Church has to pledge so much a year to the 
pastor, the sexton, the musicians; so much to 
Uncle Sam for postage stamps used; so much to 
the plumber or carpenter or roofer for each 
repair job. 

2. Because it is in line with good business 
methods. 

A perfectly good church member says, “I don’t 
believe in pledging; I will pay as it is conveni- 
ent.” He then signs a lease to live in a house 
for a year, pledging so much a month; or he 
signs a contract for building a house, pledging 
regular payments. Then he pledges the milkman 
for each morning's milk lett on his doorstep, 
There is a business side to a church as well as 
to a milk route, 

3. Because the Church must know how many 
folks are vitally interested in maintaining 
its life and service. 

“No, siree! I don't go to church because they're 
always asking for money.” How does he know 
“they're always asking for money” if he never 
goes? And how can the Church stop asking 
until he starts to give? Less than sixty-five per 
cent of the church membership in America (ex- 
cepting the Roman Catholics—these all give, 
even the poorest washer-women) pledge regular, 
systematic support to church expenses, and less 
than thirty-five per cent pledge to benevolences, 
4, Because it is Scriptural, 

The Old Testament made giving a necessary 
part of worship, No worshipper ever thought of 
entering The Tabernacle or Temple courts with- 
out presenting an offering. And the amount 
was stipulated—a tithe or a tenth, “Thou shalt 
surely tithe all the increase—that thou mayest 
learn to fear the Lord—that the Lord thy God 
may bless thee” (Deut, 14:22,23,29). “And as 
soon as the commandment came abroad the 
tenth of all things brought they abundantly" (2 
Chron, 31:5), 

The fundamental! principal in this law of giv- 
ing was not that of helping a poor God to get 
along but in the beneficial reaction upon the 
life of the giver. “The liberal soul shall be made 
fat.” (Proy, 11:25). 

The New Testament develops this principle. 
The judgment of the Old Testament Jew was 
immature, therefore a definite amount, a tenth, 
was stipulated. The New Testament appeals to 
the conscience and matured judgment of the 
Christian and enjoins him to give regularly and 
proportionately. “Upon the first day of the 
week let every one of you lay by him in store 


as God has prospered him" (I Cor, 16:2), If the 
Old Testament Jew gave a tenth, under law, 
what should a New Testament Christian give, 
under grace? “Freely ye have received, freely 
give” (2 Cor, 9:19), 

The Bible refers to GIVING 1,520 times; only 
the word LOVE is mentioned more than the 
word GIVE. The two go mightily together. 
“God so loved that He gave.” If God's love is 
measured by His giving, how about ours? 

3. Because God pledges to us. 

There are 32,000 and some odd promises in 
the Bible. These are God's pledges to us, He 
will “cash in” every one of them, Count how 
many He has made good to you already. 

The death and resurrection of our Lord re- 
minds us of God's supreme pledge to mankind. 
The Cross—His pledge of sins forgiven, The 
empty tomb—His pledge that “because He lives, 
we too, shall live.” 

“Remember the words of the Lord Jesus, how 
He said, ‘It is more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive’” (Acts 20:39), By Geo. G, Dowey

This sum represents Salem's needs for 1938. About one-fourth of this amount will be 
required to meet our obligations to our denomination and to various missionary and chari- 
table causes. The total budget is about the same as last year, 

Last year we received 2,534 pledges. This year we should report an increase in the 
number of pledges because we have received 150 new members (including the confirmation 
class), and many who haye been out of work are now employed again. 

We are making an appeal to all of our members contributing less than twenty cents 
per member to increase their subscription at !east five cents per week. The Old Testament 
required the people of Israel to give a tithe, i,¢., a tenth of their income to the Lord, A 
tithe of a $20.00 salary is $2.00 per week for the Lord's work. Ten cents per week repre- 
sents only one-half of one per cent of a $20.00 weekly income, Remember also that for 
each member our church must contribute $3.10 to the Synod, $.50 for the Outlook, $.30 for 
the Church Federation, leaving a balance of only $1.30 for the current expenses of the 
church out of each $.10 weekly pledge, In other words, out of every $.10 per week pledge, 
the church treasurer retains only $.02Z for the current expenses of our own congregation. 


It costs $118.87 per day; $4.95 per hour and $.08% per minute to operate our church 
and to meet our obligation for missions and benevolences. Is it too much to ask a family or 
a member to run the church for one day, to pay the operating expense of one day out of 
the entire year? 


Ten cents a week runs the church for one minute each week; $.25 a week takes care of 
three minutes each week; $.50 cents a week will keep the church going six minutes tach 
week. How many minutes will you take over for Salem Church next year? 

Mark your church day on the calendar—perhaps some sacred day in your family life, 
aud dedicate your church pledge in memory of that day. “Take over” your church for a 
day, and take the year for paying in weekly payments. Let the family hold a Family 
Business Meeting to plan “taking over” our church for a day. Some will take half a day. 
Everyone will do something.

THE ONE THING NEEDFUL 


There is one thing needful for a missionary 
and this good part must not be taken away 
feom him. No one expects to impose a code of 
behavior on missionaries whereby they think, 
speak, and Have the same attitudes toward 
their work, Personalities differ and, in spite of 
the rather exhaustive examination as to health, 
educational qualifications, mental and emotional 
reactions under a given set of conditions, which 
a candidate missionary is required to submit 
himself to, there is no intention to press his per- 
sonality into a traditional missionary mold— 
whatever that might be. There is, however, one 
virtue, and it is a very precious virtue, which 
each missionary must haye in his equipment. 
If he does not possess it naturally, then, by the 
grace of God, he must acquire it if he hopes to 
view his work in retrospect with any degree of 
satisfaction. Upon the possession of this virtue 
hinges the conservation of his good health, 
mental vitality and elasticity as well as a spir- 
itual peace which passeth all understanding. I 
refer to that rare virtue—patience. 

I am a person who possesses this virtue to a 
limited degree. I find it easy, however to preach 
about it and to give others very good pointers 
as to how they might develop this enviable 
quality. Because of my lapses from grace, | 
find it a very good thing to hang on my office 
wall a motto which I can ponder every day— 
“God, grant me the boon of patience.” 

“Patience is the art of hoping’ as a wise sage 
told an impatient world many years ago. La 
Fontaine has expressed himself thus: “Patience 
and time do more than strength and passion.” 
How easy it is to become impatient with Indian 
Christians whose moral and ethical code does 
not nearly approach the sublime heights of the 
sermon on the mount. If we could have a little 
patience we could escape much mortification of 
spirit, 

The west is obsessed with the mania for 
“hanging up records.” There are even people 
to be found who will enter a “hog calling” con- 
test. Young people set out to “make a mark" 


in life. They have not been born into the world 
to add a little to the sum total of human ex- 
perience and then to leave off for others to con- 
tinue but to build a startling new structure— 
complete in a life time. Thwarted in one’s ambi- 
tion to be famous, one is not averse to becoming 
a bit notorious—anything to be delivered from 
the fear that one does not count in the world, 
This makes for passion, strifé, impatience. 

A little of this desire to “hang up a record” 
dogs the steps of the missionary, No mission- 
ary will admit this for the idea is seldom defi- 
nitely formed. But he feels that he is expected 
to report “results” on going home on furlough. 


The first great test of patience comes in learn- 
ing the language.. The new missionary, full of 
enthusiasm, is keenly aware of the language 
barrier and throws himself into learning the 
language with a will. This consumes so much 
time that later he feels that he must make up 
for “lost” time, 

Coming in contact, then with Indian workers 
who just don't see things just that way, gives 
rise to the second great test of patience, Spot- 
ting certain workers who one is convinced are 
only concerned with “holding down a job,” gives 
rise to an impatient impulse to “fire” them and 
to employ others who show a greater evangelis- 
tic zeal. But then the question arises—will the 
new workers be any better than the old—more 
honest, more dependable, more Alled with the 
spirit of Christ? 

The missionary must first free himself from 
illusions. He is not given a set of well tempered 
sharp edged tools to work with. A poor carpen- 
ter can do fair work with fine tools but the 
skill of a good carpenter is required to do good 
work with poor tools. It is easy to work with 
tools already shaped to one’s purpose but first 
to fashion the tools takes patience. A mission- 
ary is not faced with the comparatively easy 
task of casting out unfit tools, His is the harder 
task of patiently shaping them to fit the needs 
of his specific purposes, This consumes time 
and requires patience of a high order. The 
work does not stand or fall according to the 
personality of any one man. Tempering the 
tools, slowly sliaping them through long per- 
sonal associations may be losing one's life but 
that life will live on because it has not worked 
for selfish ends. 

This prayer is good not only for missionaries 
but for all those who face hard tasks—“God 
give me patience which suffers without com- 
plaint and which succeeds without self glory."

GOOD REASONS FOR ATTENDING CHURCH 


To Worship God 


This is the primary reason for attending 
church. The church is the only organization in 
the world whose purpose is the worship of God 
through the Lord Jesus. In attending church, 
Christians are gathering with those who are 
like-minded, and thus their common worship and 
testimony ascend to the throne of grace in united 
strength. 


To receive God's grace and blessings— 

It is true that we may receive God's blessings 
individually, but in common worship God com- 
municates with the group of believers, through 
the reading of His Word from the Bible, through 
the hymns of consecrated poets, through the 
preached word of His ambassador, and through 
the sacraments which Jesus Himself instituted. 


To offer ourselves and our substance to God— 
Since “it is more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive” everyone should want to give to God as 
well as to receive from Him, In attending 
church, Christians offer any character, ability 
or intelligence that they have, to be put into 
God's service. They bring their material gifts 
to the altar in order to carry on God’s work, 
for the various organizations of the church must 


have material means for carrying forward the 
work which God has committed to them. 


To cultivate true Christian friendship— 
Christians are not hermits, but social beings. 
No one can live entirely by himself. It is natural 
and right that one should seek friendship in the 
church, the place where people are gathered to- 
gether in the highest mutual relationship, the 
worship of God. A warning is necessary that 
churches with their auxiliary organizatious 
should not deteriorate into attempts to compete 
with social and political clubs, restaurants, 
amusements centers, parks and stores. 


To face the future life with assurance— 

All people feel the longing and the need of 
assurance that there is a future life. It is a 
subject of constant speculation in all circles and 
in all walks of life. Yet, where is there any as- 
surance of the reality of the future life apart 
from religion? Of course, even Jesus Himself 
has not given His followers each least detail, 
but, enough, He has assured them of the reality 
of the future life, In one of the most beautiful 
sections of the Bible, the fourteenth chapter of 
the Gospel according to St. John, Jesus tells His 
disciples, “Yet a little while, and the world seeth 
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me no more;-but ye.see me; because I live, ye 
live also.” Again, “For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not perish, -but 
have everlasting life.” 

Every pastor hears many excuses as to why 
people do not attend the services of the church, 
Many of the excuses are no doubt valid and sin- 
cere, but others are flimsy. In time, the pastor 
learns to look at them not only through the 
eyes of those who give them, but also with a 
sense of humor. He may be tempted to tear the 
flimsy excuses to pieces, but discretion dictates 
otherwise. Even though the excuse is heard 
with sympathy, one can still think to himself! 
The person who makes excuses is certainly not 
harming the pastor, but he harms only himself, 
for he is breaking down his own character, He 
is not deceiving the pastor as much as he is de- 
ceiving himself! In fact, one who has no in- 
tention of attending the church might candidly 
say, “I won't come,” rather than to make a 
promise which he does not intend to keep, Every 
congregation has faithful members. There are 
also others who are on the border line between 
faithfulness and indifference. Some do not even 
come regularly to the table of the Lord. It is 
practically as easy to form a good habit as a 
bad one.

It was her opinion that the success of Balti- 
more public schools during the past eighteen 
years was due to the campaign to free the 
school boards, health officers and other educa- 
tional agencies from politics, and to the frank 
discussions of the Baltimore Public School As- 
sociation in their chapters of the need to em- 
phasize the disciplinary, moral and social values 
of home life.

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WHY NEW MEMBERS ? 


Someone asked the question yesterday: “Why should we try to win new members? 
Is not our congregation large enough as it is?” That question may apply to any large 
church and deserves to be answered without reference to a local situation. 


Every church needs new members to fill the gaps caused by death, removal and trans- 
fer to other churches. When nearly a hundred active or comimunicant members enter into 
eternal rest year after year, the ranks must be constantly reinforced with new members or 
the congregation will soon dwindle down to a mere shadow of its former strength. In most 
Protestant churches the birth rate is not sufficierit to equal the death rate. Confirmation 
classes consequently have been diminishing in size from year to year. Unless the church 
is able to win new adherents from the ranks of the unchurched, it is doomed to gradual 
retrogression. 


Moreover the mobile character of modern life makes for a high mortality in member- 
ship rolls. Some one has described America as “a nation on wheels.” It is inexplicable but 
nevertheless inevitable that untold thousands of members are lost to the church every year 
by removal from city to city or even from one neighborhood to another, For some un- 
accountable reason members frequently lose interest in their church when they move into 
a new community. Unless this constant leakage is balanced by a constant infusion of new 
blood, the church can only loose ground, Every church, large or small must constantly 
add members to the roll in order to maintain its strength and influence in the community. 


Every church must bring the challenge of the Christian way of life to the unchurched 
in obedience to the divine command: “to make disciples of all nations.” The invitation to 
church membership must always be equivalent to the challenge to make Christ Lord in 
the human heart. We are under divine compulsion to be ambassadors for Christ, urging all 
men to be reconciled to God and to acknowledge Christ as Lord and King, 


Every Christian is called to be a soul winner. How many have you brought to Christ 
and His Church?

MEETS MONDAY EVENING 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS 


All Men of Salem 
Between the Ages of 16 and 45 
Are Invited to Join This Live 
Society 
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REPORT ON INTERRACIAL CONFERENCE 
Held in Asbury Park, N. J. 
Sponsored by Federal Council of Churches 
October 14 and 15, 1937

Delegate of Council of Church Women 


The Conference, from its opening session to 
the closing prayer and “God Speed" to the 
delegates from our directing genius Miss Kath- 
erine Gardner, associate secretary of the Dept. 
of Race Relations of the Federal Council, was 
an inspiring and helpful experience. 23 de- 
nominations were represented. Two questions 
challenged the group: “Why Are We Here?” 
and “How Far Have We Come?” After in- 
tensive consideration of these two provocative 
interrogations arranged under groupings and 
leaders, the delegates were assigned on the clos- 
ing day, to one of three sections, according to 
rank and constituency, to deal with the proposi- 
tion—"Planfiing the Next Chapter.” 


QUESTION ONE: “Why Are We Here?” 
brought into focus the fact of permanent need 
of a vital concern among Christian groups in 
areas where Negro interests are involved for 
the welfare, and social and economic protection 
of that “one-tenth” of our citizenry which can 
and must progress in step with America’s ad- 
vance in opportunity for creative living. For- 
metly “Race” was a community, matter, today 
Church responsibility is recognized. If we sug- 
gest reforms we must “Stay with the Train” 
and safeguard those who embark at our behest. 
Our “Road” must compete with other agencies 
which have speeded up (see Communism, 
Fascism, and other schemes) and we must pay 
the cost of improvements which include regular 
and intelligent conferences as to conditions, and 
a policy of concrete maintenance. Quoting our 
speaker: “There was a spoon with a long handle 
which has been in use for a long time in race 
relations methods, but which, owing to improved 
methods induced partly through Councils of 
Social Action, the handle is growing shorter, 
and we are in closer touch with the actualities 
of interracial enterprise. We are here to share 
past experiences and to plan for the future in 
the light of them.” 


QUESTION TWO: “How Far Have We 
Come?” was answered through the reports pre- 
sented by Denominational Representatives of 


Baptists, Congregationalists, Friends, Lutherans 
and Negro Church Women, and others report- 
ing for related agencies. An amazing amount of 
progress has been achieved through Youth 
Channels, a more comprehensive literature, and 
opportunities for securing first-hand informa- 
tion through inter-denominational co-operation 
in especially arranged race meetings and confer- 
ences. In areas where Negro population has 
made sudden and significant shifts, church and 
related welfare agencies have concerned them- 
selves with the problems of adjustment, and 
safeguards against social conflict between white 
and colored. In the matter of social status It 
was shown that the aversion concerning color 
would remain as a barrier, but that the Negro 
was less concerned at that point than with the 
need for equal opportunity, in order that he 
may work out his own salvation. Educational 
development, and enterprise indicated in its use, 
is markedly encouraging. Economic stress is ap- 
parent in all areas where Negro population is a 
factor, 


CONCLUSION: “Planning the Next Chap- 
ter” carricd many perplexities, although the at- 
mosphere was one of fine optimism. Sugges- 
tions were fertile in newer and more natural 
methods of developing intelligent co-operation 
between racial groups for the purpose of estal- 
lishing “live and help live” policies. There is 
the day school, the play ground, the Y, W. and 
Y. M., the Church Missionary Organizations, in 
addition to especially organized agencies for 
racial understanding and tolerance, which if 
rightly utilized and coordinated should develop 
an almost irresistible power for conquering race 
prejudice, One point was stressed which proved 
more or less a WARNING—the fact that our 
Missionary Organiaztions devoted last year to 
an intensive study of the Negro makes us, as 
Christians, definitely a part of the Race Rela- 
tions Enterprise and sharers in its responsibili- 
ties. 

A WORD CONCERNING THE ANTI- 
LYNCH LAW: There is a grave question in 
the minds of many of our citizens, both white 
and negro, as to the validity and desirability of 
this Jaw as a Federal measure. Lynching is 
murder, and murder is a state crime, dealt with 
through state judiciary. A federal law which 
could blanket or nullify state law function 
might, if carelessly administered, provide casy 
methods for evading responsibility and induce 
increased temptation to indulge in the crime it- 
self, Reserve your decision and seck further 
information,

Again Salem will follow the beautiful custom 
of a “Giving Christmas.”

The budget receipts for benevo- 
lence will not be sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of our obligation for the salary of our 
medical missionary, Dr. Harold Freund.

for this purpose. Inasmuch as our Welfare 
League is not called upon as much as formerly 
to take care of the needy in our congregation, 
it is possible and desirable that the major por- 
tion of every White Gift offering be given for 
Dr. Freund this year. The other projects are: 
Home Missions, Dunkirk and Our Needy at 
Home.

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“THE JOY THAT JESUS BRINGS” 
Luke 2;10 
(A Christmas Sermon) 

There is joy in the home when a little child 
is ushered into the world. Yet not always. It is 
possible that the family into which the new 
comer arrives is so pinched by poverty that this 
natural joy is tempered with sadness and des- 
pair. It sometimes happens that the little child 
enters life with a fearful handicap, with the loss 
of some important faculty such as sight or hear- 
ing or mental or physical powers. There joy is 
also tempcred by sadness because our hearts go 
out in pity to such little ones that begin life 
with such terrible odds. . 

But the gift of Jesus is the perfect gift and 
leads to perfect heavenly joy. Jesus is the gift 
of the most princely giver, the most lavish giver, 
the most loving giver known to the heart of 
man, Jesus is the gift of the Heavenly Father. 
Jesus is the gift of Him who day by day gives 
us our food in due season and with His open 
hand satisfies the desire of every living thing. 
But man grew careless of the precious gifts of 
God. He forgot the giver of every good and 
perfect gift. He worshipped the creature and 
not the creator of heaven and earth and all that 
dwell therein. He walked in paths of his own 
choosing that led to destruction and disaster. 
Therefore God sent His greatest and most glori- 
ouh gift. He sent His only son. ‘When the full- 
hess of time was come God sent forth His son.” 
Jesus was God's boldest and most daring chal- 
lenge to the world. He was God's supreme testi- 
mony to the law of love as the undying principle 
of salvation and redemption in the Kingdom of 
God. Love is the law of the universe. There is 
no other way to bring down upon this old earth 
that foretaste of heaven that God has promised 
to the children of men, 

Do you wonder why we call Christmas the 
festival of universal joy? Do you wonder that 
angels sang at Bethlehem and wise men came 
from afar to offer precious gifts? Do you won- 
der that the world should seem more kind on 
Christmas Day? That even the church bells 
should ring more merrily to proclaim the glad 
tidings: “Jesus is born"? 

Another Christmas Day is near at hand. Let 
joy be unconfined. Let every heart be glad. Let 
every home be bright. Let the morning stars 
sing together and all creation join in the glory 
song to Him, who was born in Bethlehem, 


The joy that Jesus brings is the joy of receiv- 
ing. He said: “It is more blessed to give than 
to receive.” There is more joy in giving than 


in receiving. Many hearts have since that day 
attested the truth of this Christian principle. 
And yet Jesus acknowledges there is also joy 
in receiving. Ask the little one that plays under 
the Christmas tree if there is no joy in receiv- 
ing. And who shall say that we find no pleasure 
in the thoughtful token of a friend and in the 
gift that speaks of love and remembrance at 
Christmas? All of us know the joy of receiving. 
Let us not hide the fact. Let us rather glory in 
the experience that comes to us when we are 
remembered by our friends. Let us not hide the 
lump in the throat and the tear that steals down 
the cheek when we receive some unlooked for 
token of love and affection. Thus God gives us 
in Jesus Christ. 

God gives us what we cannot give him in re- 
turn, He gives us the matchless life of Jesus. 
The best of us can but give him a heart and a 
life that is marred by unworthiness and sin, In 
the presence of the Christ we ever feel con- 
strained to confess: “There is none that doeth 
good, no not one.” He gives us the gracious 
assurance: “Thy sins are forgiven thee.” We 
can but bow our heads and confess: “God be 
merciful to me.” He gives us the hope of life 
everlasting. He comforts at the grave of our 
departed: “He that liveth and believeth on me 
shall never die.” We can only falter with trem- 
bling lips: “Lord I believe, help thou mine un- 
belief.” 

Christmas then, is first of all a receiving. Our 
first attitude is that of an open heart that the 
flood of God's grace may enter in. We are in 
danger of forgetting the real source of our 
Christmas joy. We are in danger of losing the 
Christ out of Christmas, You will remember 
that Christmas was originally a pagan festival. 
It commemorated the return of the light. The 
early forefathers in the prehistoric ages saw 
the days growmg shorter and shorter. If that 
would have continued the world would soon 
have been enveloped in eternal night. But then 
at a certain time cach year something happened. 
Slowly the light began to linger, just a little 
longer day by day. These primitive creatures 
did not know the course of the solar system. 
They did know that the light on which their 
life depended was returning again to bless man- 
kind. The early Christian church kept the festi- 
val but associated it with the birth of Christ. 
The returning light of nature was symbolic of 
the light that shone over Bethlehem plain and 
that continually shines in the hearts of men, 
The early church put Christ into Christmas. 
Shall we in this latter day crowd Him out again? 
Our Christmas joy and our Christmas giving is 
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the shallowest hypocrisy and sheerest folly if it 
is not inspired by the love of our hearts to the 
Christ-child in the manger. All Christmas joy 
is but a vain show and an empty bubble if our 
first concern is not to join with the wise men 
in their quest for the Christ, “Where is he that 
is born King of the Jews for we have seen his 
star in the east and are come to worship Him?” 
The church of God must relearn the prayer that 
alone can bring the Christmas joy: “O come to 
my heart, Lord Jesus. There is room in my 
heart for Thee.” 


Jesus brings also the joy of giving. We can- 
not give what Christ has given unto us but we 
can give in His name and for His sake that 
others may enter into the joy of this festive 
season. It would appear that the spirit of giving 
is growing from year to year. At heart the 
world is growing more tender and more kind. 
Never have there been such elaborate Christmas 
treats for the poor and needy, for the aged and 
the sick and the orphans. The religious and 
fraternal organizations vie with one another in 
dispensing Christmas cheer to the poor and un- 
fortunate. The picture of hungry, cold and dis- 
appointed children on Christmas morning in this 
land at least has been relegated to the realm of 
sentimental fiction, Let the need be known and 
good fellows by the score will rush to meet the 
need, 


It is not this giving of which we speak. The 
joy of giving goes deeper than the giving of our 
superfluity. It is the giving of ourselves to Christ 
and others that brings the abiding joy at Christ- 
mas tide. 

From Princeton University there was gradu- 
ated in 1905 a young man by the name of How- 
ard Arnold Walter. Because of his sunny smile 
he was wanted where there was fun; because of 
his keen mind he was wanted where wise coun- 
sel was needed; because of his consecration to 
Christ he was a blessing to all. Through college 
and seminary he went and then chose the for- 
eign mission field for his life work. He went to 
India and entered the teaching service among 
the students of a great university in the Punjab, 
Lahore. For a Christmas present he sent to his 
mother in the homeland, a little poem written 
out of his own heart and life. She, recognizing 
the beauty and charm of those lines, sent it to 
Harper’s magazine that the whole world might 
share it. It was his Christmas gift to his dear 
mother, In 1919 when the influenza was raging 
in India he was one of the victims, but he still 
lives in the beautiful poem dedicated to his 
mother, This is the spirit of self-giving that 


makes the angels sing and brings down the 
glory of God into the hearts of men. 


I would be true for there are those who trust 
me. 

I would be pure for there are those who care 

I would be strong for there is much to suffer 

I would be brave for there is much to dare, 

I would be friend of all, the foe, the friendless 

I would be giving and forget the gift 

I would be humble for I know my weakness 

I would look up and love and laugh and lift. 


The joy that Jesus brings is the joy we share 
with others. 

Joy is a social experience. We cannot think 
of joy as something we shut up within us and 
hide from our fellow men. The nativity of Jesus 
signifies to every age the union of divine with 
the human, The joy of heaven itself was not 
complete until it was brought down to earth by 
the Babe of Bethlehem. Christ came to our side 
and shared our life, our joys as well as our sor- 
rows and entered into our experiences in all 
things yet without sin. 


Mrs. Booth, who even more than her husband 
was the life of the Salvation Army, while a little 
girl saw a prisoner dragged away. A mob was 
howling at the unfortunate culprit, and his utter 
loneliness appealed at once to her heart; it 
seemed to her that he had not a friend in the 
world. Quick as thought she sprang to his side 
and marched down the street with him, deter- 
mined that he should know that there was one 
soul that felt for him whether he suffered for 
his own fault or that of another. 


Even so Jesus, who was the brightness of the 
Father's glory, condescended to come down to 
this world, not only to manifest the Father's 
love for us, but also to identify himself with us 
in our suffering. He was touched with the feel- 
ing of our infirmities, and could not bear ta see 
us suffer alone; and so he has come to give help 
to the helpless, comfort to the sorrowing, and 
peace to the penitent. 


Share your joys with others and they shall be 
multiplied a thousand fold. The spirit of Christ- 
mas is gripping this old world with increasing 
power from year to year, And who shall say 
that the goodwill that surges over human 
hearts at Christmas time shall not leave some 
evidence of its presence throughout the year, 
In the measure that your life flows out in gen- 
erous love and service to your fellowmen in the 
years to come will the joy of heaven abide in 
your heart.

WE NEED THE CHURCH 


More than fifty million people in America are 
managing somchow to get along without the 
help of the church, Some of them are hostile 
toward organized religion, but most of them are 
simply indifferent. They really do not appreciate 
what the churches are trying to do for the life 
of man because their conception of the finest in 
life is based on the material, To “seek first the 
kingdom of God and his righteousness” would 
be too “noble” an ideal for them. They are 
interested primarily in bettering their worldly 
position, and they are shrewd enough to recog- 
nize that a Christianity which teaches sacrifice 
aud brotherly love cannot be depended upon ta 
guide them to the proverbial pot of gold. 


But you and I who are identified with the 
church need not be unduly concerned about the 
apathetic attitude of fifty million Americans 
toward the church of Jesus Christ. Vital Chris- 
tianity has always been the religion of a mi- 
nority. In fact, the Master seems to have antici- 
pated this when he used the figure of the leaven 
which was hid in three measures of meal until 
the whole lump was affected. Perhaps, in the 
providence of God, a smaller church is a neces- 
sity if mankind is to be leavened by an earnest 
moyement of the Spirit. More important than 
lamenting the church's unpopularity with so 
large a section of our American citizenry is the 
responsibility of appreciating personally what 
the church is able to do for us in serving some 
very fundamental needs of our natures. If, like 
the fifty million referred to above, we are quite 
unconscious of those needs, it is high time we 
became acquainted with our own souls. 


A Needed Dimension 
Recently a school teacher, pursuing a summer 
course at Temple University had occasion to 
express herself on the value of organized re- 
ligion in the life of the community. She stood 
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before the class in sociology and stated frankly 
that she could see no significant value in the 
church, “I am unconvinced,” she argued, “that 
what the modern church is trying to accomplish 
is essential to the well-being of our American 
communities. Before the days of schools, hos- 
pitals, welfare agencies, playgrounds and recrea- 
tional facilities, the church filled a real place in 
community life, Now all of these highly devel- 
oped services outdistance the church in their 
efficiency and _ effectiveness; consequently, 
thoughtful people are deserting the churches in 
support of more modern methods of community 
betterment and social advancement.” 


This rather unceremonious dismissal of the 
church from the list of “going concerns” in 
modern American life was a little too much for 
the patient instructor to pass by. “I fear,” he 
interposed, “Miss So and So shares the com- 
placent fallacy that a full life can be lived on 
the horizontal plane alone; that food and rai- 
ment, modern plumbing, high-powered cars, 
health, wealth and pleasure Constitute all that 
man needs to make his life adequate. Person- 
ally I am still much akin with the symbol of the 
church-spire, which proclaims to all who behold 
it that there is also a perpendicular plane of 
adventure available to man and that the mean- 
ing of all he experiences on the horizontal plane 
can be discovered only as he pioneers upward. 
Of course, this was only another way of saying 
what Jesus reiterated in his contact with the 
tempter: “It is’ written, man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the mouth of God.” 

Is there another institution in modern civili- 
zation which serves the spiritual needs of man 
as does the church of Jesus Christ? Where else 
can we turn in order to learn the true meaning 
of life’s experiences? A school may offer us 
information, but can it be depended upon te 
teach us wisdom? A hospital may minister to 
diseased bodies, but does it have a technique 
which can effectively cure sick spirits? Welfare 
agencies may go far to clean up our slums, but 
are they very successful in regenerating the 
hearts and minds of slum-dwellers? Playgrounds 
and recreational facilities may bring health aud 
zest to the under-privileged, but can a body- 
conscious age like ours hope to find soul-satis- 
faction in strong muscles and in athletic skill? 


A Saving Institution 
A successful metropolitan physician told of 
the patients who came to his office complaining 
of nervousness and exhaustion, but who were 
still in the same condition after weeks of treat- 


ment. Becoming increasingly perplexed by these 
cases he began to question them as to what 
they were worrying about or what in their lives 
made them rebellious and unhappy, Soon he 
discovered that they were sick in soul rather 
than in body; their married life was unhappy; 
they were trying to forget wrongs they had 
committed; they were driven by jealousy, greed 
or unworthy ambitions, He further discovered 
by questioning that none of them had much 
confidence in the power of religion to help them 
to reorder their lives and that most of them 
never attended religious seryices. “The trouble 
seems to be,” explained the psysician, “that peo- 
ple are trying to get the kind of help from 
medicine which they can get only from religion." 
In other words these unfortunate individuals 
need the church and do not realize it. 


A Social Experience 
Essentially human beings are social animals. 
They are thrilled by crowds, inspired by friend- 
ship, influenced by the example of those with 
whom they associate. The strongest reason why 
evil keeps such a tenacious grip upon men and 
women is that it takes plains to socialize itself 
thoroughly. Crime breeds in gangs; intemper- 
ance is a by-product of “good fellowship"; loose 
morals are the unworthy standards of a social 
set, Corruption in office is hatched in the coun- 
cilus of political cliques, The power of socialized 
ideas has driven us to become the sort of men 
and women we are at this yery moment. Con- 
sequently, we see that the church is a social 
necessity which must translate the truths of 

the gospel into social experiences, 


No one can estimate .the beneficial . effect 
which is wrought upon our lives through the 
experience of worshipping with God's people. A 
young woman who had recently passed through 
a long illness attended the service of worship in 
her home church for the first time in seven 
months and experienced a thrill which she tried 
to describe thus: 

“When we came in they were all standing and 
repeating the Lord’s Prayer. A strange some- 
thing Seemed to take hold of me and lift me into 
a realm that was warm and pure and fine, I 
never felt that way before, It must be that my 
long absetice from public services made me for- 
get what I had experienced so often until it be- 
came commonplace. I prayed often and some- 
times desperately in my hospital-bed, but no 
prayer ever did as much good as that common 
prayer tonight which was being offered by the 
entire congregation.”
